Old money usually means wealth 
passed down from generation to gen- 
eration.

This is why over $2 million sits in- 
active in special accounts.

Bring a small plastic bag of clean, fresh 
dog hair with fibers at least one inch long.

Raytheon Earnings Increase 


Raytheon Company reported a 10.4 percent in- 
crease in earnings and a 2.7 percent increase in earn- 
ings per share on a 6.5 percent increase in sales for 
the second quarter of 1988 compared with the same 
period last year. 

Earnings rose to $122.3 million, or $1.84 per share, 
on sales of $2.041 billion. In the second quarter last 
year, the company earned $110.8 million, or $1.50 per 
share, on sales of $1.917 billion. For the first six 
months, earnings were $235.6 million, or $3.52 per 
share, on sales of $3.990 billion. In the same period 
last year, earnings were $212.6 million, or $2.87 per 
share, on sales of $3.668 billion. 

Higher sales, improved operating performance and 
lower taxes all contributed to the increases in compa- 
ny-wide earnings in the second quarter. In addition, 
earnings per share were further improved by fewer 
shares outstanding. 

“As we reported in the first quarter, Beech and 
Energy Services have turned around,” said Raytheon 
Chairman Thomas L. Phillips. ‘‘As a result, all five 
business segments were again profitable in the sec- 
ond quarter.” 

Total backlog at the end of the quarter was a re- 
cord $8.756 billion, including record funded U.S. gov- 
ernment orders of $6.432 billion. Total backlog at the 
end of last year’s second quarter was $8.258 billion, 
including a government backlog of $6.029 billion. 

Electronics, led by defense electronics systems, 
one as the largest contributor to sales and prof- 
its. 

Beech Aircraft continued its profitability through- 
out the second quarter principally due to sales growth 
in domestic, international and U.S. government mar- 
kets. Sales of the 1900 commuter airplane continued 
to be strong. Beech received Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration type design certification for Starship on 
June 14. Production continues for deliveries next 
year. 

Energy Services continued to be profitable in the 
quarter. Sales were down for the period compared 
with 1987 due to lower ‘“‘pass-through’’ sales. These 
were partially offset by increases in profit-generating 
sales for engineering and technical services made 
possible by the transition of United Engineers & Con- 
structors and Badger to a more diversified business 
base. 

Although Major Appliances reported sales increas- 
es in the second quarter compared with 1987, profita- 
bility was down primarily because of increased costs 
in basic metals and continued price competition. 

Other lines, led by improvements at Cedarapids, 
recorded good increases in both sales and profitabili- 
ty in the quarter compared with last year. 

Provisions for federal and foreign income taxes 
were $55.3 million in the second quarter and $104.8 
million in the first half, compared with $59.3 million 
and $115.2 million, respectively, last year. The effec- 
tive tax rates were 31.1 percent in the quarter and 
30.8 percent in the half. In the same periods last year, 
these rates were 34.9 percent and 35.1 percent, re- 
spectively. 

Earnings per share are based on the average num- 
ber of shares outstanding during the period. This 
year, average shares outstanding were 66.6 million in 
the second quarter and 66.9 million in the first half, 
compared with 73.8 million and 74 million, respec- 
tively, last year. In the second quarter 938,700 shares 
were purchased, completing the acquisition of 20 mil- 
lion shares previously authorized by the board of di- 
rectors. 

Total employment at the end of June was 76,800.

Sales, profit from operations and net income of The Gillette 
Company in the second quarter and for the six months ended 
June 30, 1988, rose from those of the same period a year go, 
Colman M. Mockler, Jr., chairman and chief executive officer, 
said recently. 

Sales for the three months ended June 30, 1988, were $864.7 
million, an incease of 14 percent from $761.7 million for the same 
period in 1987. Profit from operations was $146.6 million, up 11 
percent from $132.1 million a year earlier. Pretax income was 
$110.9 million, compared with $98.8 million in 1987, an increase of 
12 percent. Net income of $67.8 million rose 17 percent from the 
$58 million reported in the same period last year. Earnings per 
share of 60 cents compared with 50 cents a year earlier, an in- 
crease of 20 percent. 

For the six months ended June 30, 1988, sales rose 16 percent to 
$1.77 billion, compared with $1.52 billion in 1987. Profit from op- 
erations was $310.5 million, an increase of 20 percent from $258.6 
million the year before. Pretax income was $235.8 million, up 21 
percent from $194.8 million in the prior year. Net income was 
$143.1 million, compared with $113 million in 1987, an increase of 
27 percent. Earnings per share of $1.25 compared with 98 cents 
the year before, a gain of 28 percent. 

Sales in the second quarter of the two operating units, Gillette 
North Atlantic and Gillette International/Diversified Opera- 
tions, were well above the level of a year ago and operating 
profits were higher. For the six months, sales and operating 
profits for both units advanced well above those of the prior 
year. 

Net interest expense was higher in the quarter and for the six 
months, compared with a year ago, while exchange losses de- 
clined in both periods. The effective tax rate declined in the 
quarter and for the six months, compared with the year earlier. 
Other charges in the quarter and for the six months include a 
provision for proxy contest expenses.

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Andover High School Gets 


New Assistant Principa

Timothy Thomas was named assistant 
principal at Andover High School follow- 
ing a recommendation by Superintendent 
of Schools Kenneth Seifert and a unani- 
mous vote by the School Committee mem- 
bers who attended a meeting last Friday 
afternoon. 

Committee member Susan Poore was 
not present for the vote. 

Thomas was one of three candidates be- 
ing considered for the job. All three were 
interviewed by the committee at its July 
19 meeting. 

The job opening became available after 
Wilbur Hixon, assistant principal for 13 
years, moved up to the principal’s post in 

87. 


Thomas was the acting assistant princi- 
pal during the vacancy—the 1987-’88 
school year. Next year he will be a full- 
fledged administrator worth $48,500. 

Thomas proved he was capable of hand- 
ling the job, according to Seifert. ‘‘He per- 
formed the duties extremely well,’ the 
superintendent said. 

Hixon agreed. ‘I think he’s demon- 
strated that he does an outstanding job,” 
he said. 

As an administrator, Thomas will be 
working with a variety of people. But 
that’s not a problem, according to Seifert, 
who said “‘he works extremely well with 
administration, faculty and teachers.” 

In addition to his involvement with the 
high school, Thomas volunteers in com- 
munity activities such as the A Better 


Chance Program and Andover Soccer As- 
sociation. 

“He never sacrifices his professional 
and personal standards—no matter what 
he’s doing,”’ Seifert said. 

Student activities make up one of the 
major responsibility assigned to the as- 
sistant principal. Hixon says Thomas 
handled this area well last year. “‘He did 
a lot to build school spirit,’’ Hixon said. 

The School Committee endorsed the 
recommendation. ‘I’m very pleased,’ 
said committee Chairman Donald Robb. 
He referred to Thomas’ leadership ability 
and his knowledge of Andover High, say- 
ing he did a ‘‘good job’ this past year as 
acting assistant principal. 

The assistant principal must have a 
master’s degree and experience as a sec- 
ondary school teacher and administrator. 

Thomas has a master’s in biology and 
also in education administration. He has 
been employed by the Andover school 
system for 12 years. He taught science at 
the high school for 11 years and was sci- 
ence department chair during the last six, 
before becoming the acting assistant 
principal in 87. 

The years spent as science department 
chair gave Thomas leadership and ad- 
ministration qualifications which will be 
peericial in his new position, Seifert 
said. 

‘‘He has all the makings of an outstand- 
ing administrator and future principal,” 
Hixon said. 


l Shooting Spree Damage 


In West Andover 


Vandals damaged vehicles at seven West Andover homes in an 
all-day bb gun shooting spree Sunday. 

Police say they began getting calls from angry residents short- 
ly after 10 a.m., continuing to almost 6 p.m. According to Lt. 
Kevin Lynch, the perpetrators probably drove by and fired the 
bb gun at the rear windows of the cars, which were parked on 
front lawns or in driveways. 

Nobody was able to catch a glimpse of the vandals and stepped 
up police patrols of the area failed to produce a suspect. 

“You're only talking about 15 to 20 seconds to commit the 
crime and leave the scene,” said Lynch, who added that chances 
were slim that patrol units would be able to catch a single ran- 
dom vandal or group in the act. 

Streets affected by the shooting spree include Wild Rose Road, 
which had three homes a few hundred yards apart hit at differ- 
ent times. On Monday, another Wild Rose residence a few blocks 
away was struck. Other homes affected by vandalism on Sunday 
were located at Bellevue, Green Wood, Sunset Rock and Hag- 
getts Pond roads. 

Lynch said the area isn’t normally a target. “It’s considered a 
very quiet neighborhood, we don’t have many problems there. 
Maybe that’s what attracted them.”’ 

If caught, Lynch said the vandals would be charged with mali- 
cious destruction of personal property. ‘“‘We would also seek res- 
titution for damages,” he said.

The late Mr.Zembruski worked at the 
paper in the 1950s and was responsible for picking it up at the 
printers’ in Lowell and bringing it back to Andover to be ad- 
dressed. 

“He never missed a Wednesday,” DeRuisseau said. “You 
could count on him; and that’s important.’ 

“I have always found the staff to be efficient and congenial,”’ 
said Dr. Thomas Sheehan. 

“It’s a friendly place to visit,” said Rep. Susan Tucker (D- 
Andover), who gave Rogers a congratulatory resolution from the 
state legislature. 

Frank Leone, a former TOWNSMAN photographer, said the 
event was more than a party—it was a history lesson. “It was 
interesting to hear the chronological history of The TOWNS- 
MAN,” Leone said. ‘I learned some new things.”’ One of those 
things was that Ida Grover, sister of the late TOWNSMAN pub- 
lisher Elmer Grover, was his Latin teacher at Punchard High 
School. ‘‘I never knew she was connected to The TOWNSMAN,”’ 
he said. 

“It’s been interesting to see how it’s grown from a 20- to 30- 
page paper to an average of 90 pages today,”’ Leone added. ‘‘And 
it’s viable.

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A Good Policy 


The Andover school committee last week adopted a no-smoking 
policy, with stiff penalties for non-conformance. 

While it will take another vote by the committee at its Aug. 16 
meeting to become offical and thus enforcable, the effort by High 
re Principal Wilbur Hixon and the school board is commenda- 

e. 

Undoubtedly there will be complaints about the policy and its 
incumbent punsihment for non-compliance. 

But, the effort is there to produce a more healthful person through 
not only aiding smokers to kick the habit, but also to make the air 
more palatable for those who don’t smoke. 

There is little doubt that smoking is injurious to one’s health. 

The state legislature has mandated that smoking in all Massachu- 
setts schools will be prohibited beginning in 1989. 

Principal Hixon, in his recommendation to the school committee, 
indicated that implementing the no-smoking policy in the schools 
this year would be beneficial now, rather than waiting a year to get 
the program underway. 

We agree. 

Hixon indicated that waiting to put a policy in practice in confor- 
mance with state mandates would allow two more classes to go 
through the school years then face the sudden halt to the puffing on 
the infernal weed. 

The policy will not be confined to students alone. 

Faculty members, who may find it more difficult to refrain from 
smoking due to pursuing the habit over a lengthier period of time, 
will be forced to use restricted smoking areas to take a puff, if they 


are so inclined. 

In the long run, such action may produce a cessation of the habit 
by those so inclined. 

Violation of the smoking policy, which is not confined to simply 
smoking, but also having smoking materials on one’s person, re- 
sults in some rather stringent punishment, such as five detentions 
for the first violation. 

Suspension is the punishment for a fourth-time violation. Satur- 
day suspension is the action taken for second and third violations. 

The plan, devised by Hixon, also has some benefits which stu- 
dents may opt to take advantage of. 

Planned is a ‘Kick The Habit’ program, which a student may 
attend rather than going to detention. 

Getting assistance may be the proper course and be more benefi- 
cial than detentions in the long run, since it will offer assistance in 
removing the addiction to tobacco on a long-term basis. 

There is an even more advantageous part of the Hixon recom- 
mendation. The long-term goal of the no-smoking program is make 
the entire school building smoke-free, and that can only mean a 
healthier younger generation, as well as a healthy faculty and staff 
at Andover High School. 

We must assume that when the school committee convenes on 
Aug. 16, they will simply ratify their decision of last week and pro- 
vide for a healthier Andover High. 

It will do much to underscore the theory that Andover’s educatio- 
nal policymakers are interested in the total education of those in 
their charge.

Comply With 
Meeting Law 


To Donald Robb, Chairman, 
Andover School Committee 

My purpose in writing is to ex- 
press my concern that the school 
committee appears to have difficul- 
ty understanding the League of 
Women Voters’ attentiveness to the 
open meeting law. 

As you are aware, there have been 
instances in the past where some lo- 
cal appointed and elected town offi- 
cials have violated this law. It is not 
the league’s intent to harrass the 
committee or in any way hinder the 
business of the committee. 

One of the fundamental principles 
of the League of Women Voters is to 
“promote an open governmental 
system that is representative, ac- 
countable, responsive; that protects 
individual liberties established by 
the constitution; and that assures 
opportunities for citizen partici- 
pation in government decision mak- 
ing.” 

The league strongly feels that the 
openness with which government op- 
erates is a measure of its strength. 
The open meeting law is an impor- 
tant instrument for ensuring that the 

eople’s business is public. The 
eague, nor any other citizens’ 
group, should not feel compelled to 
watch over the governing bodies of 
the community to ensure that those 
bodies will comply with this law. It 
is not unreasonable for the public to 
expect that their governing officials 
willingly comply. Regardless of how 
many individuals attend or watch on 
cable television, accurate postings 
of meetings is the responsibility of 
each official group. 

The league supports the open 
meeting law and will continue to 
monitor all local official groups. We 
see this as our civic responsibility 
and in the public interest. We look 
forward to the time when the gov- 
erning committees of Andover, with- 
out exception, will conscientiously 
comply with the open meeting law.

Hospital Group Uses MRI 


Through a cooperative undertak- 
ing, six Merrimack Valley hospitals, 
known as Merrimack Valley Health 
Services, have pooled their financial 
resources to bring the technology of 
mobile magnetic resonance imaging 
to Merrimack Valley residents. 

MRI is an advanced, diagnostic 
imaging technology which uses a 


safe, yet powerful, magnet, radio: 


wave pulses and computer analysis 
to produce high contrast, high reso- 
lution images of the body’s internal 
organs and tissues. Unlike CT scan- 
ning, MRI uses no radiation when 
probing the body and requires no in- 
jections of allergenic dyes or con- 
trast agents often used with CT. 

How does MRI work? The answer 
is based on a fundamental principle 
of physics. Since the body is com- 
posed largely of water, or hydrogen 
atoms, MRI operates through the 
predictable behavior of the nucleii of 
these hydrogen atoms when placed 
in a strong, magnetic field. 

The patient is slid into the core of 
a powerful magnet in which the hy- 
drogen atoms in the patient’s body 
align themselves in organized fash- 
ion. Then, a harmless radio pulse is 
directed at these aligned atoms, 
causing them to sping, or “reso- 
nate,”’ in random fashion. When the 
radio pulse is turned off, the atoms 
return to their magnetically aligned 
positions. In doing so, they emit ra- 
dio signals of their own which are 
picked up by the MRI scanner’s an- 
tennae and fed into computers that

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translate the signals into images of 
internal organs and tissues. 

An added advantage of MRI is 
that the technology can ‘‘see”’ 
through bone, making it an ideal mo- 
dality for diagnosing conditions of 
the head, joints and spinal column. 
This latter application makes MRI 


an excellent alternative to myelo- — 


grams, a diagnostic modality now in 
general use, but one which can often 
be painful and risky. 

The hospitals which comprise 
MVHS are Amesbury Hospital, 
Amesbury; Anna Jaques Hospital, 
Newburyport; Hale Hospital, Hav- 
erhill; Lawrence General Hospital, 
Lawrence; Lowell General Hospital, 
Lowell; and St. John’s Hospital, 
Lowell. 

Each hospital shares the services 
of a mobile MRI unit on a regularly 
scheduled basis. 

MRI diagnostic imaging services 
are provided by individual members 
of the MVHS consortium on the fol- 
lowing schedule: Monday, Lawrence 
General; Tuesday, Friday, St. 
John’s; Wednesday, Lowell Gener- 
al; Thursday, Anna Jaques; Satur- 
day, Sunday, schedule varies.

Townsman staff, Mr. Rogers spoke 
of his commitment to the principals 
of John N. Cole who founded the pa- 
per in 1887 with the words that And- 
over, with its history, population, 
business and institutions deserved 
its own newspaper, which he said re- 
flects his own sense of purpose for 
today’s paper. 

The publisher was introduced by 
Tom Ellis, Boston television news- 
man, who in his remarks com- 
mented about his early career in the 
newspaper business in Texas. 

Mr. Ellis, in saluting the obser- 
vance of 100 years of service to And- 
over by the Townsman, also made 
note of the recent presentation of the 
Pulitzer Prize to the Lawrence Ea- 
gle-Tribune for their et et on 
the Horton Case and Jail Furlough 
program in Massachusetts. 

Following dinner, entertainment 
was provided by The Artists’ Show- 
case Singers, a program which in- 
cluded operatic arias, show tunes 
and some comedy. 

This was followed by presenta- 
tions by three Andover residents 
who have served the community in 
various capacities over many years, 
and reminisced a bit about Andover, 
then and now, and the contributions 
the Townsman had made to the com- 
munity.

of defense, noted that although And- 
over was increasing in popularity, it 
retained its small-town atmosphere. 

He recalled the May breakfasts at 
town hall, Memorial Day obser- 
vances, Saturday night bean suppers 
and skiing and sledding on Phillips 
Street in years gone by. 

In more recent years there has 
been expansion of the West Andover 
Industrial Park, the merger of Phil- 
lips and Abbot Academies, the open- 
ing of the Collins Center for the 
performing arts and the founding of 
Merrimack College under Father 
Vincent McQuade, its first presi- 
dent, Mr. Allen told the audience. 

He paid tribute to some Andover 
people he felt contributed much to 
the community naming Louise Van- 
Everen, Karl Haartz, Harold Raf- 
ton, Dina Hammond, Bessie 
Goldsmith and Jack Moses, the late 
rector of Christ Episcopal church 
who assisted the town and Philips 
Academy. The others all had inter- 
ests in conservation. 

In his ‘rambling sampling of 
thoughts,’ Mr. Allen said that he al- 
most bought the TOWNSMAN in 
1947, concluding with congratulatory 
remarks for Irving E. Rogers, Jr., 
publisher. 

Leo F. Daley, who captained the 
football team at both Phillips Acade- 
my and Harvard and is a member of 
the Punchard-Andover Athletic Hall 
of Fame, commented on the Towns- 


man’s first publisher John N. Cole. 

Mr. Daley, who has served on sev- 
eral town committees, said that Cole 
was a great and noble speaker, a 
dominant factor in Andover town 
meetings, an ability Mr. Daley felt 
was considerable in view of Mr. Cole 
not having had any formal educa- 
tion. 

He told of Mr. Cole serving in the 
state legislature and almost being 
nominated for lieutenant governor, 
failing to win due to the Boston influ- 
ence in the selection process. 

Mr. Daley said it was ‘fortunate 
that ownership of the Townsman is 
in the Rogers family which guar- 
antees strong financial times and 
strong editorial content to insure it 
will continue to be a great weekly 
newspaper in this state.’ 

Frederick P. Fitzgerald, who has 
served on the school committee and 
finance committee and was the re- 
cipient of the Community Service 
Award this year from the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce, reminisced 
a bit about meeting his wife and 
coming to Andover from Lawrence 
many years ago. 

Mr. Fitzgerald told of visiting a 
soda shop on Main street, about 
where Nazarian’s is located now, 
many years ago on a Sunday af- 
ternoon and afterward going out and 
looking up and down a barren Main 
street.
